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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the compositions of the 
combined references would not lead to the production of a gel as recited in the instant claims. This is not persuasive. In regards to 
Friedman, the reference discloses the compositions form gels. They do become unlike gels until they are dried (see Examples). The 
Examiner has noted in regards to Berggren, the passage to which Applicant has referred to in the remarks has reconsidered and it is 
concluded that the gel to which the passage refers is a liquid gel. This is supported by the disclosure of "gels or solutions or other fluids" 
(emphasis added on "other fluids"). Further, the disclosure also discloses that "the drug delivery devices described herein are in the form of 
a gel or viscous fluids when at a physiologically compatible elevated temperature which allows insertion or injection into the periodontal 
pocket by means of a syringe". The claims do not recite that the compositions remain a gel before closing the cavity. The claims appear to 
only require that at some point the recited compositions are gels and not that the composition's final structure is a gel. Therefore the 
references do not teach away from the instant claims as argued by Applicant. 
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
